"We don't have a choice. It's being done for 
financial reasons," she said. 

"We'couldn't keep the school. It began two

chose. It was never against anybody or any- 
thing, but many ‘people took it personally,” 

The board met Monday night and again Tues- 
day morning with officials from Glades Day 
School to work out the terms of the merger. 

The issue went before the:First Baptist 
Church:Board Wednesday night. 

Christiàn.Day has 278 students, Glades Day 
has 530. Not all the students will chose to go to 
Glades Day. Some will go back into the public 
school system, but those who do decide to go to 
Glades Day will get a warm welcome, according 
to GDS Headmaster Buddy Sizemore. 

"I don't anticipate any problems with the 
kids," he said."These kids have grown up 
together, they live in the same neighborhoods. I 
know it's going to be difficult, especially for the 
juniors, but in the long-run, it's a blessing for 
the whole commuhity.” 

The junior high and senior high school stu- 
dents, grades seventh through 12th, will be 
immediately accepted at Glades Day.

Comm. Norman told the com- 
mission that it is unfair to 
the Pahokee residents. 

"If this new corhpany does- 
n't pay their bill, we shut the 
meter off," he said. 

However, Pahokee City 
Attorney Michael Stauder 
told the commission there 
needs to beasome sort of 
notice before the water is 
disconnected. He said, "We 

«cannot just cyt off their 
water and not give them any 
notice." 

According to Mr. Schenck, 
all water bills аге due 21 
days after they are mailed. If 
the bills aren't paid after 21 
days, a late notice is sent 
which gives the user five 
days to pay before being dis- 
connected. 

Commissioner Keith Babb 
Jr. said, "Our ultimate goal 
is not to turn off their water 
but we will do it." 


K-9 dog finds drugs at Glades 
Correctional Institution

K-9 Sparkey spent a lot of. 
his time last Friday, May 13, 
scratching - not fleas but for 
dope. 

In what was termed as one of 
the most successful drug 
Sweeps ever staged at Glades 
Correctiona! Institution (GCI), 
Sparkey found over 20 grams 
of marijuana in an inmate's 
cell. 

Sparkey and his handler 
Deputy Rick Voss of the @kee- 
chobee County Sheriff's Office 
spent three hours at GCI. The 
deputy said Sparkey indicated 
four positive alerts in Dorm D 
by scratching those areas 
where he smelled drugs. 

The 3-year-old K-9 found 
22.7 grams of marijuana inside 
a concreté wall in a cell. 
Deputy Voss said the pot was 
wrapped in toilet paper and 
stuffed into a hole where an 
electrical outlet had once been. 
The deputy said the marijuana 
had an estimated street value 
of $415. 

Sparkey also sniffed out 
$306 in drug money. Deputy 
Voss said he knew it, was ñon- 
ey used in a drug transaction 


because of the residual odor. 

The odor of handling the 
dope goes from the person's 
hands onto the money, he said. 

"I pound odor into this dog," 
said Deputy Voss. "I train him 
constantly." 

GCI Superintendent Gerald 
H. Abul-Wasi indicated he was 
more than just pleased with 
the work of Voss' yellow 
Jabrador. 
^ "He did an excellent job," 
said Mr. Wasi. "To my knowl- 
edge, it was the best results 
we've had thus far." 

He went on to say this type 
of operation will be carried out 
again. "We plan to do more," he 
added. "As long as we have 
drugs in the prison system we 
will continue to identify the 
problem.” 

As for the inmate, Mr. Wasi 
said the investigation isn't 
complete. "Disciplinary action 
is still pending,” he said. "It 
may be referred to the state 
attorney.”

Citizens should put future health 
care choices in writing, says AARP 


While most people haye 
strong feelings about what 
kind of medical intervention 
they would want should they 
become unable to make deci- 
sions for themselves, few have 
taken the steps necessary to 
ensure that their wishes are 
carried out, according to the 
American Association of 


_ Retired Persons (AARP). 


Durable powers of attorney 
and living wills are advance 
directives -- legal instruments 
that allow people to retain con- 
trol over the medical treat- 
ments they receive should they 
become unable to make their 
own decisions and that autho- 
rize others to make those deci- 
sions for them. The laws gov- 
erning these instruments vary 
from state to state. 

. "Having advance difectives 
in place can spare a patient's 
family the agonizing legal and 
medical quandaries that often 
arise when decisions about 


whether or not to prolong life 
must be made," said AARP 
President-elect Margaret 
Dixon. z 

Durable powers of attorney 
from health care allow people 
to appoint a friend, rélative, or 
other trusted individual as 
agent, giving the agent author- 
ity to make health care deci- 
sions should they beconie 
incompetent to do so. Courts 
usually will allow decisions 
made by these agents to stand. 

Durable powers of'attorney 
are recognized everywhere in 
the United States. Not only 
does the durablé power of 
attorney allow the individual 
to choose an agent, but permits 
directions to be given about 
almost all types of health care 
decisions. These decisions can 
include the choice 'of accepting 
or refusing life-prolonging 
treatments. 

Living wills are documents 
that give directions to physi- 


cians about life-sustaining 
treatment should individuals 

( become terminally ill or perma- 
^nently unconscious and unable 
to decide for themselves. 

"Most people think that 
advance directives focus only 
on end-of-life decisions," said 
AARP's Dixon. "Actually, they. . 
can and should be used to 
express one's wishes about a 
wide range of treatment deci- 
sions, such as non-emergency 
surgery or drug therapy."
